ANNUAL  REPORT; 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I963. 

Mr  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year,  1963. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  appropriate  tables,  the  Vital  Statistics 
reflect  very  favourably  indeed  on  the  District  as  a  whole. 

The  increase  in  population,  evident  in  recent  years,  continued 
1963  and  approximately  YOC  inhabitants  were  added  to  the  town. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  rapidly  and  is  now  higher  than  it  has  ever  been 
before  and  the  Death  Rate,  despite  the  rising  population  shows  a  down¬ 
ward  trend  compared  with  last  year’s  figure  and  is  well  below  the  level 
’for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  need  for  improved  Maternity  facilities  increases  with  the  rise 
in  population  and  the  provision  of  more  hospital  beds  for  this  purpose 
is  most  urgent. 

Two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  occurred  in  the  town  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year  and  steps  were  quickly  taken  to  isolate  the 
patients  and  supervise  the  contacts  till  the  fear  of  spread  of  the 
infection  was  over.  These  cases  were  part  of  an  outbreak  in  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  district  attributable  to  the  use  of  an  imported  egg  product  used 
extensively  in  the  catering  industry. 

In  1963,  about  llfC  houses  were  built  within  the  district  to  keep 
in  step  with  the  industries  that  had  transferred  to  the  town  and  this 
expansion  also  met  the  needs  of  the  local  commercial  and  industrial 
firms. 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  to  the  town  met  requirements  but 
did  not  permit  the  use  of  hose  pipes  for  watering  gardens  or  washing 
private  cars.  The  future  supply,  however,  is  assessed  by  the  Council’s 
participation  in  the  Brampton  intake  scheme  and  reservations  on  the 
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mmL  REPORT  (Cont*d) 
Graf ham  water  project* 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  requirements  are  being  planned  in 
stages  to  deal  with  the  increased  expansion  within  the  Town  and  to  keep 
in  step  with  the  demands  of  the  district. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me  during  the  past  year  and  all 
Officers  for  their  kind  help  and  co-operation.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  an  Annual  Report  for  1963 
for  inclusion  with  your  ovm. 

The  wisdom  of  appointing  a  full-time  meat  inspector  in 
April  became  apparent  later  in  the  year,  when  the  new  Meat  Inspection 
Regu^tions  came  into  force,  requiring  an  exacting  standard  of 
examination#  Fortunately  the  through-put  of  the  abattoir  is  such 
that  it  is  just  j/ithin  the  capacity  of  one  officer  to  attain  this  and 
to  maintain  lOO^'o  inspection,  v/ith  only  occasional  help  during  absence. 

After  this  appointment  it  became  possible  for  the  first  time 
to  give  adequate  attention  to  other  public  health  duties#  Among  those 
urgently  required  was  the  inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  town,  a 
detailed  report  on  which  is  included# 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  was  continued  with  the 
representation  of  two  further  Clearance  Areas,  containing’  twenty- tv/o 
houses#

There  is  one  private  abattoir  in  this  district,  originally 
licensed  in  1960,  During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  oppose  renewal 
of  lic^ence  in  face  of  continued  deterioration  and  other  contra¬ 
ventions  of  the  Regulations. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  as  a  result  of  this  action,  the  necessary 
works  were  carried  out  and  the  licence  renev/^d.  Among  improvements 
required  and  achieved  were  adequate  ventilation  of  the  slaughterhall, 
and  measures  to  prevent  the  slaughter  of  animals  in  the  signt  of 
others. 

An  extension  was  constructed  to  provide  more  space  for  meat 
cutting  and  for  a  staff  canteen. 

Meat  Inspection  Regulations . 

An  Inspector  is  in  attendance  during  all  but  a 
a  short  period  of  slaughtering  hours  and  100^ 
inspection  has  been  continued  and  modified  to 
comply  v/ith  the  new  requirements.  All  carcases 
are  marked  with  the  stamp  shown. 

In  making  charges  for  inspection,  it  is  the  Council’s  poli^  to 
recover  only  the  actual  cost  of  the  service. 

The  follov/ing  table  shows  the  number  of  animals  killed  and 
inspected  during  1963#  The  figures  in  brackets  indicate  the 
comparative  figures  for  1962.

Following  inspections  of  all  types  of  food  premises  under  the 
Food  Hygiene  (C-eneral)  Regulations,  1960,  forty-nine  written  and 


tv/enty-eight  verbal  notices  were  given  in  respect  of  contraventions. 
In  most  cases,  proprietors  were  very  co-operative  and  no  further 
action  has  yet  been  found  necessary. 

A  considerable  problem  was  given  by  itinerant  food  vendors  in  the 
Market  Square,  and  far  stricter  powers  of  control  are  necessary  than 
those  now  available.  Proceedings  against  one  of  these  vendors  was 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.
